Picmic Lunches 


By Bertna ©, Shapletwh 
Of Columbia University. 

Picnic suppers are, fr those who 
have automobiles, very different 
from the old-time ones, 

The car can be packed with bas- 
kete and blankets, and macy ‘things 
taken which once would have been 
quite a burden, 

For those who have elaborately 
fitted hampers, with every luxury 
the shops are showing, these sug- 
gestions for automobile picnics are 
of no use, But for anyone who has 
a car I would suggest a covered 
hamper which wil! fit In.some place 
without taking too much epace, This 
hamper can be fitted with a few 
utengstls such as can opener, bottle 
opener, two or three knives, paper 
napkins, wooden plates, spoons and 
forks, and these kept alwaya in 
readiness for a hurried daparture. 

Solid alcohol stoves—the two-bur- 
ner collapsible ones are very uacful 
—with several cans of the solid al- 
cohol, will prove the easiest and best 
means for making tea, coffee or re- 
heating food. 

I¢ the place chosen to serve the 
lunch be one where a wood fire can 
be bullt then one.needs a long-han- 
died, two-tined fork, a wire broiler, 
and a covered pail or coffee pot, 
Bread can be toasted by holding the 
pieces on the fork over the fire. 

In the can containing coffee have

Never Saw a Really Pretty Woman, 
Famous Artist Courageously Says 


Forfeiting $50,000 to Paint a Picture the Way He Pleases Is Only the Latest 
Eccentricity of Sir William Orpen—Even the Government Did 
Not Get What It Wanted From Him. 


F it is the unquestioned right of genius to be 
] startlingly original, even in the most trivial 

actions of life, Major Sir William Orpen, 
R.A,, takes full advantage of his positton as one 
of the very greatest portrait painters of the day. 
He is also a remarkably brave man. 

The best proof of this latter quality is the 
courageous statement which he recently made 
that in all his twenty-five years of work as an 
artist be has never met with a perfect model or a 
really pretty woman. It is true that he has made 
some amends for his Jack of gallantry by paint- 
ing a charming portrait of Lady Orpen showing 
her to have a good claim to both distinctions; 
but the remark remains on record as an example 
of his bravery or his eccentricity—according to 
the point of view. 

While averse to publicity, “Old Bill,” as his 
intimates are said to call bim, is not in the least 
a recluse. He is a very popular member of a 
great many clubs, It is safe to say, however, 
that none of these is more to his taste than that 
which was held at his bedroom-studio at Amiens 
during the war. “The Bar” had only two rules, 
First—it did not open until 6.30 p.m. Second— 
the last man out opened the window, 

“It smelt,” says its founder, “of mud, paint, 
drink, smoke and the fumes of the famous ‘Flame 
Blue’ oil stove.” 

Regularly at ten-thirty the host arose, threw 
away his cigaret, and, calmly undressing, got to 
bed and to sleep. How long the cther members 
kept it up he rarely knew. 

According to the artist himself, his best port- 
rait is that magnificent character study of his 
friend, Sir Wm. MacCormick. The strong person- 
ality of the face and form gave him, apparently, 
little trouble; but he confesses to a difficulty 
with one of the boots. In fact, so much time 
was spent over this detail that MacCormick fin- 
ally went on strike, 

“Look here,” he said, as they were lunching 
together one day, “I can’t spare time for any 
more sittings. Drink this big glass of kummel, 
and then go back and have a final shot at my 
boot.” 

The artist drank, and departed and conquered. 

Talking of boots recalls his celebrated dispute 


with Lord Leverhulme, of Sunlight soap fame, 
According to this potentate, a price was quuted 
of 2,000 guineas for a full length, 1,500 for a 
three-quarters. Orpen, of course, denies the exist 
ence of any such sliding scale, 

However, sittings were arranged. As the 
details of his lordship’s facade did not lend 
themselves to high art when standing, he was 
depicted seated, Having received the completed 
canvas, he had it measured, discovered that it 
was only seventy-five inches in length, and that 
his boots did not appear, and at once sent off a 
cheque for the alleged price of the three-quarters 
length. How the matter was settled is not 
known, but, when last heard from, “Old Bill” 
was sti!l protesting vigorously against the dock- 
ing of 500 guineas for a pair of boots. 

His best known—as distinguished from his 
finest— work is undoubtedly “The Unknown 
Soldier in France.” 

He was commissioned by the British govern- 
ment to paint three pictures of the great peace 
conference. Two of these were done according 
to contract. The third was to have been the 
usual urbane portrayal of about forty notables 
in conference in the hall of peace at Versailles, 
That is what the government ordered—this is 
what it got: 

In the gaily-colored wall of the hall of peace 
is shown an arch disclosing a long, dim vista 
of the hall of mirrors. Against this background 
there float two plump cupids of the Renaissance 
type. Below lies a plain coffin, flag-covered, 
with a trench helmet on top. On each side of 
this, standing st parade rest, is the corpse of a 
soldier, It wears helmet and boots and carries 
a rifle. Draped scantily about it are filthy rags, 
Over the broken flesh, with its starting bones, 
plays a ghastly light, almost phosphorescent, of 
which the artist says, gruesomely: 

“My critics have never seen what happens to 
a body when it is exposed @or a few days. 

As Orpen worked upon the smugly eminent 
men his thoughts dwelt, he says, upon tlie sol- 
diers who remain in France forever, The formal 
subject seemed “so unimportant’; and so he 
rubpved out nine months’ work and forfeited 
$50,000 to paint this drastic memoria! of all the 
unknown soldiers in France.

Sad Boy Exile, Who Reigns in San 
Sebastian, Spain, as King 
of Hungary. 


heir to the shadowy throne of Hungary, 

At the kingly age of 11 this last scion 
of the Hapsburg line holds court in San Sebas 
tian, Spain, and the fact that he ts king of 
Hungary has been regularly entered in the town 
registry. 

That ts almost the only outward sign of hi; 
royalty, but within the Irigh walls of his retreat 
Otto reigns as nearly as possible as though he 
were back in Vienna and the war had unt been 
fought and the dual monarchy still was the 
great empire of old. 

For subjects he has Zita, his mother, coy 
sort of the pathetic Karl, dead more than a year 
ago in Madeira. His six brothers and sisters 
make obeisance when he passes-~-al least, those 
big enough to understand what it is to be a 
king. 

An old court chamberlain is in attendance 
to whom “his majesty” means every bit as much 
in San Sebastian as if he walked in the gardens 
of Schonbrunn, If we add a few ladies who 
cling to the skirts of their former empress in 
exile and a handful of royal servants we have 
the whole royal establishment. 

Austria is lost to him, irrevocably, tt would 
seem, But Hungary remains. There waits a 
crown, if he can only gain it. At the moment 
it is held in fee by Admiral Horthy. who is 
regent in form, dictator in effect. The exact 
status of the country would be somewhat hard 
to define. It has been a monarchy, a soviet, a 
republic and a regency in rapid order. There

There was excitement, agitation 
within, Somebody took Otto and hurried him 
,into a motor car again. The car started, wa: 
hailed, paused, and Otto’s heart kept time with 
the engine. 

“That’s Otto Hapsburg,” said one of the noisy 
soldiers, forerunners of the revolution. “What 
shall we do?” 

“Oh, let him go,” answered another, “he ts 
not responsible for his ancestors.” 

At last the powers stepped in. They could 
not have Otto's father so near his former realm, 
forever waiting a chance to reclaim it. So they 
moved Karl and Zita, Otto and all his brothers 
and sisters to Madeira, an island too remote to 
serve as a base of coup d'etat. 

Otto and his parents lived in the Villa Quinta 
de Monte. But Otto was not destined to know 
many joys there. Money became a thing of the 
utmost necessity to Kar! and Zita. Finally his 
father had no funds to pay the rent and he was 
much too proud to accept a landlord’s benevo- 
lence, Then he fell ill.

ONTARIO CALLS A HALT. 


Ontario has had all the group government it 
wants. The electors of the province on Monday 
scrapped the farmer-labor coalition and re- 
installed the system of party government with a 
‘‘bang.’’ Only four of the Drury Ministers got 


re-elected. The Premier and five of his colleagues 
were retired at the polls. The combination of 
occupational factions which dominated the last 
legislature will be represented by a corporal’s 
guard in the new house. And a clear majority 
over all others has been given to the party which 
kept itself clear of any suspicion that it was 
willing to make terms with any other element for 
the sale of power or in hope of gaining it. Not 
only did the Conservatives gain seats wholesale ; 
they made a net gain at the expense of every other 
group represented in the late assembly. Whatever 
particular issues led them to do so, the net result 
of the poll is that the voters have agreed in a re- 
markably general way that it is time to make an 
end of experiments in groupism and compromise, 
and to put one of the old parties in power with 
a majority large enough to carry its program into 
effect. That they chose the Conservative party 
may have been in measure due tu the supposition 
that a party carrying that name would be bound 
to more or less live up to the meaning of the terin, 
but also because the party had demonstrated 
that it stood by itself and its policy against al! 
comers. The Liberals suffered from the impres- 
sion, right or wrong, that Mr. Drury was think- 
ing of them when he talked about ‘broadening 
out’ ’his Government and thus drawing support 
from new sources. No such suspicion attached 
to the followers of Mr. Ferguson. They had con- 
sistently and vigorously criticized the Govern- 
ment and all its works, particularly the works 
which consumed a hundred millions of borrowed 
raoney in four years. Their victory is a victory for 
positivism in politics, as distinguished from 
pussy footing. It indicates the return of public 
opinion to the normal, and suggests that in future 
the party which stands squarely upon its own 
platform is likely to get the recognition it de- 
serves when polling time comes round. The day 
of coalitions, and compromises, is passing in Can 
ada. Trucking and trading has been a profitable 
and seemingly a congenial political pastime for 
some years past, but that species of politician has 
had his day. Fidelity to principle is likely to 
count for more in future than dexterity in ex- 
plaining why one changed his coat. What happen- 
ed in Ontario will happen elsewhere as soon as the 
electors are given a chance to record their revised 
opinions of group politics and what it leads to. 
There cannot be very much doubt that it was 
the financial records of the Drury Government 
that mainly turned the voters against it. When 
the Ministers came into power there was a com- 
mon assumption, because they depended for sup- 
port mainly upon farmers, that they would show 
prudence in money matters. The man on the land 
is not given to prodigality. His cash turn-over in 
the course of a year is less than that of the towns- 
man, Consequently a dollar seems larger to him 
than to the salaried man or the wage-earner who 
draws good pay. In private life the farming 
people are tho most thritfy class of Canada’s 
population. They have to be. And the Ontario 
farmer has a reputation for practising economy 
more consistently than his fellow-farmers in other 
provinces. It was supposed, and hoped, that 
whatever else the farmer movement in politics 
might mean, it would mean reduced expenditure 
and lower taxes, in Ontario and elsewhere, Cer- 
tainly nobody had kicked more vigorously against 
increased taxation in previous times than the 
darmer, and nobody seemed to have better reason 
to fight it in future. The event quickly corrected 
that misapprehension. The Drury Government set 
a pace for extravagance which had never been 
equalled by any previous Government in that or 
any other province—and which. other farmer 
Governments have seemed to feel themselves jus- 
tified and even obliged to follow. In former years 
the public debt of Ontario has been multiplied. 
It has grown every year, and with increasing 
velocity. And there was no sign of a let up. What 
they have done the Ministers plainly stated that 
they intended to keep on doing. Country roads 
were to be paved, at a cust of thousands of dol- 
lars per mile; and other Government activities 
carried on at a like regardless rate of expenditure. 
Rich as it is, the province was plainly headed for 
bankruptey, and the Government made no bones 
about admitting that it intended to keep both the 
direction and the pace. But meantime the tax 
bills have been indicating the results. In 1917 the 
expenditure amounted to $5.98 per head of the 
population. Last year it totalled up to $12.07 per 
head. That probably explains why what happened 
on Monday at the Ontario polls did happen. ‘l'o

For the Government 
of this province is spending two dollars per head 
of the population for every one dollar the Drury 
Government spent in the year of its wildest 
extravagance,

more swimming pools this year. Let it be hoped 
that the estimates provide for the installation of 
suitable strainers, Else the bathers are likely to 
come out dirtier than they go in. 


‘‘WATER, WATER, EVERYWHERE" ETO. 

One thing on which the householder of the 
city would like some inf.rmation just now is why 
he is charged ‘‘water’’ rates for the stuff that 
comes out of the tap, It is a revolting fluid, and 
whatever the medical authorities may claim, no 
person with a normal respect for his internal 
economy can swallow it without grave misgivings, 
Of course everyone understands that when the 
river rises the water gets muddy, But why the 
mud should be pumped through the mains is an- 
other matter. The city is supposed to have a fil- | 
tration plant. Apparently it is the kind that does 
not filter when filtering is necessary. If so, why is 
there no project on the bill to install a plant that 
will function at the time when it is required? A 
city cannot exist withont a supply of drinkable 
water. This fluid that comes from the pipes at 
present is not drinkable, psychologically, though 
it may be physically possibie to get it down, 


CONSERVING OPPORTUNITIES. 


The Dominion Government is taking power to 
prohibit the export of pulpwood. The intention 
apparently is to compel the manufacturing pro- 
cess to be carried on in Canada. With that species 
of ‘‘protection’’ to Canadian industry little fault 
will be found, save by those financially interested 
in shipping out the logs as such. Canadians may 
certainly, with propriety and advantage, reserve 
to themselves the wages and protita which are 
to be gained from working up raw materials 
found in their own country. It may be advisable 
to go farther, and say that only the finished pro- 
duct may be exported. Such restrictions can now 
be imposed without danger of killing the foreign 
market. The world needs paper and other pulp 
products, and Canada has the largest remaining 
supply of wood from which to make these. To ship 
out the logs, or the half manufactured product of 
them, is to-export opportunities for industrial 
development. 


TALKING WON'T DO IT. 


Some people, it seems, have becn finding fault 
with Sir Henry Thornton for making speeches. 
They apparently think he should stay at head- 
quarters and run the Nationat railway. Sir Henry 
says he doesn’t mind their remarks, and intends 
to go right on telling people what he thinks they 
can do to help make the great public enterprise a 
success. He is right of course, provided he can 
make speeches and run the railway at the same 
time. The public have not suffered from a surfeit 
of information about the Government railways in 
the past, and it is possible that a little stirring up 
of popular interest would get more business for 
the roads, directly or indirectly. It is to be sup- 
posed, however, that it will take something more 
than talking to put the Government railways on 
their ‘‘feet,’’ certainly something more than re- 
peated declarations that politics and politicians 
must be kept clear of the enterprise. Two succes- 
sive Governments have claimed that they placed 
the management of this undertaking aloof from 
interference by the representatives of the public. 
The financia) results have not as yet justified the 
supposition that that alone can ever make the 


railway pay.

CLOSED SOHOOIS,. 


Calgary Herald:— 

The Herald regards it as appaing that in thie 
province of Alberta so many public schools have re- 
mained closed, so many of our children have been pre- 
vented from securing the rudiments of education, while, 
so far as the public have any evidence the minister tn 
charge of education has made no single move to re- 
open them, This government is spending a million 
dollars more a year than its predecessor. It has found 
money to spend for other purposes and money to ad 
vance as loans for other causes, but none, apparentcy, 
to loan to hard-up schoo! districts to let them yuy 
teachers to educate our children, 


LABOR AS CAPITAL. 


Toronto Globe:-— 

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers is the 
most prominent Labor group which has invested sur- 
plus funds in the banking business, and as the repre- 
sentative of Capital is probably the first to come into 
conflict with another union. The Engineers now control 
a coal mine in West Virginia which was operated by 
the United Mine Workers under a “check-off" contract 
by which the employer must deduct union dues, fees 
and assessments as directed by the union officials and 
turn the funds over to the union, But the Engineers 
bullt up their union by another method, each draw- 
ing his own wages and paving iis share to the union 
Treasurer. They offer to guarantee the union scale, 
but the United Mine Workers insist upon their “check- 
off’ contract, and have gone on strike to obtain it. 


A MENACH.

There has been a lot of discission in Toronto con- 
cerning the anti-British and anti-capitalistic propa- 
ganda that was found to be at work in the university
